BGFiend requests an officer-trained cadre sufficient to staff two 
guard companies according to the present tables of organization as 
set forth for such units* These officer— candidates are to be selected 
as a result of screening to be dons by the Assessment Division and 
should be chosen for their qualities as potential combat leaders rather 
than for political reasons* At the present time there is considerable 
dea$t**©od among the officers in HBParson who received their position 
thro ugh political patronage or die to the fact they had once been 
officers in the Wahooland Army. This group is getting on in years 



and has had no experience with modern weapons or small-unit tactics 
and it is believed we will do better in most eases to start from 
scratch with the best types of younger men available. If possible, 
it is recommended that the group from the present HBParson start 
officer— training on or about 1 April* On completion, these nwn would 
be returned to HBParson to take over as officer's. It is further re- 
quested that one platoon or more be withdrawn from HBParson for a 
period of one month's training in small-unit tactics and weapons at 
Brafenwaur under its own officers. Upon completion of this training 
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it would return to EBPsrson and another similar unit -would replace 
it for similar training at -Srsfommor* this would continue during 
ths summer and autumn maths, thus leading owe platoon from BlfFareoa 
always in training at Otudfemmur* G'Pfc* the second l^Mfaho© guard 
eeapany is formed it is requested that a similar training program 
bo Initiated for it# offioor-oadro sad man.
